The crowd was In a perfect frency 


and the police were unable t ocontrol 
them. 


A motorman 
was struck 
several 


times until bleeding and senseless he 
fell. 


A trolley pole was- pulled down and 


bent until it broke. 


A car struck a switch, overturned 


into the gutter anti a cfowd tore it to 
pieces. 


A live trolley wire was cut and the 


line placed out of commission. 


Many arrests were then made. 
A boy threw a brick. A man who 


saw him. caught him, but the mob 
charged him, rescued the boy and as- 
saulted the man. 


A d'ozen of the non-union men whom 


the company brought from out-of- 
town deserted after the attack on! the 
car, and were carried away on the 
shoulders of the strikers. 


The Pine Hills car, which made two 


trips, met with many bbstacles. 


Along Madison avenue the 
planks 


from

buildings were 
thrown 


across the tracks. 


At every street cornter there was a 


shower of stones and, finally after a 
second trip had been completed, the 
men in charge of the car turned it 
back to the barn and deserted it. 


With the wires on Quail street 


which lead every line in the city, cut 
about 12.30 o'clock, the entire system 
is now paralyzed.

Shirley, Me., May 14.—The body of J. 


Wesley Allen, a prominent and pros- 
perous f armor and member of the board 
-of selectmen of this town, and those of 
his wife and 14-year-old daughter, were 
found lying among the 
smouldering 


embers of their home on the lonely stags 
road leading from Monson to Mooseheao 
Lake. 


The bodies were burned so badly thai 


only the charred and crumbling remains 
of bones were left to show that human 
lives had been sacrificed, and thera 
were evidences of murder at hand. 


The only cine to the Identity of the 


murderers is furnished by a man named 
Johnson, who reports that he had been 
held up early yesterday morning neai 
Bunker Brook, a few miles from here, 
by four men, all of whom were intoxi- 
cated, and one of whom, at least, closely 
answers the description of one of the 
desperadoes who held up the Willimantic 
etage last week. 
These men are being 


searched for, and if apprehended will ba 
held until their movements for the past 
few days are Tery fully investigated. 


The greatest eicitement prevails in 


this entire community; the stocks ot 
arms and ammunition in the village 
stores have befen depleted by fanners 
who fear a visit from the murderers, and 
all conversation centers about the Allen 
home. 


The discovery that a tragedy had oc- 


curred was made by Charles Tibbetts, 
who, 
while driving down the stage roao 


with his children to the village school, 
came upgn the ruins of the Allen farm- 
house. 
On looking about lie saw what 


appeared to be the remains of a human 
body lying among the ruins of the barn. 
He then proceeded to where the house 
had stood, and among the debris saw 
pieces of charred bone. 
He hastened 


away to the nearest neighbor, three- 
quarters of a mile distant, and told of 
bis discovery, and in a short time the 
news had spread to all sections of the 
town. 


The remains found m the barn have 


been identified beyond doubt as those ot 
Mr. Allen, 
The bodies found in the 


house were not near the sleeping apart- 
ments, and it is thus believed that the 
entire family were awake and not in 
their beds just before death came. 
About 25 feet from the spot where Mr. 
Allen's body was found, on the ground 
outside the barn, there were two large 
pools of blood, about a foot apart:, and in 
one of thew was found a quantity of 
gray hair the color of Mr. Allen's hah 
and beard. 


It appears that the house and barn 


were burned separately, as a large pile 
of cut wood, which stands just to the 
north of the house, and between the 
bouse and barn, wng not even scorched. 


The Allen farmhouse was an ordinary 


story and a half wooden building, with 
an ell adjoining. 
It was of rather an- 


cient style, and stood within a few feel 
of the road. 
Just west of the ell was 


a large carriage house, and the barn, a 
large and commodious building, was 
six: rods from the house. 
The farm 


consists of about 100 acres of fertile, 
well-cultivated land. 
On this farm Mr. 


Allen and his wife had made their borne 
for nearly 40 years. 
Mr. Allen was 


known as a prosperous, but very con- 
servative man, and those who knew him 
best say he never kept any large sum 
of money in the house. 


One of the neighbors expressed the be- 


lief that if the flre had not destroyed the 
bodies of Mrs. Allen and her daughter a 
motive for the crime might have been 
found. 
When/ound the remains of one 


of the women'was lying in what had 
been the sitting room, and the other was 
In the ell. 
All now lie in the same po- 


iltions as when first found, and will 
not jje removed until the county officials 
have visited the scene. 


What l$,ie the tragedy occurred is 


not known to a certainty. 
A neighbor 


says he saw a reflection as of fire in thv, 
direction of the Allen house about 9 
o'clock Sunday night. He thought noth- 
ing more about the matter at the time, 
and it did not occur to him again until 
the news of the death of his neighbors 
came to hiru.

London, May 14.—Speaking at the ban- 


quet of the Non-Conformist Unionist 
association last evening, the Marquis of 
Salisbury said< 


"It is a sad retrospect when we think 


of the'numbcr of young lives that have 
been quenched, the splendid hopes cut 
short and the amount of blood shed in 
the war in South Africa. 
It is a griev- 


ous retrospect. 
Yet, from it, any sug- 


gestion 8t wrong on the part of the em- 
pire Is absolutely absent. Indeed, there 
are circumstances 
which can make 


every lover of his country look back 
with exultation and gratitude upon the 
two years just passed. 


"These circumstances have been able 


to show that the spirit of our country- 
men has burned as bright as at any 
other period in our history. 


"When 1 was at the foreign office, I 


used to hear not infrequently that our 
time had passed, that our star had set 
and that we were living on the valor ot 
those who had gone before. The war in 
South Africa has shown the strength 
of Knglftnd, which was never more con- 
clusively shown. There is no power in 
the world but now kuows that, if it de- 
fied the might of England, it would defy 
one of the most formidable enemies it 
could encounter." 


Subsequently, the premier said: "If 


home rule had passed in 1S93, what 
would England's position, with a hostile 
Irish government in Dublin, have been 
today? 
What would our position have 


been if we not only had to meet the 
Transvaal and the Orange Free State, 
but also an equally hostile Ireland bj 
our side?

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CALF'S HEAD; 


By Mrs. Barbara Sadler. 


' You will find few things in ihe mar- 
kets at this season of the year so tlpsir- 
• ble, when price and delicacy is coa- 
eiden»d, as tlie calf's head. It is tha 
veal season, and while tbe choice parts 
•Bwy attract you, economy demands 
feat some of the less costly portions be 
utilized. It was n surprise to me to 
learn from an nfternoon tea talk, that 
of the ten ladies present, all of whom 
do their OWB cooking, but two of them 
•ever attempted to cook a calf s head, 
,*nd five of the eight frankly said they 
did not know how to do it. 
I «hal! -not assume that the readers 


Bf this column are thus deficient in 
knowledge and so will not give a recipe 
for tlie ordinary boiling of the head 
with the usual brain sauce, but will 
give a few suggestions for cooking in 
Other ways. 


Calf's Head Vinaigrette. 


Select a white, clear-looking head 


and have the butcher split it carefully. 
Take out the brains and tongue and 
put them in separate water, as the 
brains 
will 
discharge 
much 
blood. 


"Wash the head and let it stand in cold 
water for half an hour. Then put in a 
kettle, cover with boiling water and 
simmer for tea minutes. 
Drain and 


cover a second tiros with boiling water; 
•add one teaspoonful of salt and a 
bunch, of sweet herhs and simmer for 
nn hour and one-half. 
Remove from 


the kettle and set away until cold. Re- 
move all the meat from the bones and 
cut into dice. Make a French dressing 
with fire tablespoonfuls of oil, one- 
ha'f a teaspoonful of salt, one-quarter 
of 
a teaspoonful 
of r.-hite 
pepper, 


or a dash of cayenne and two table- 
spoonfuls of tarragon vinegar. Add one 
tablespoonfui of chopped parsley, one 
teaspoonful of oniou juice 
and one 


teaspoonful of well drained capers; mix 
with the diced meat. 
Garnish with 


•liees of hard boiled eggs- 


POUND CAKES, PLUS! OR PLAiN. 


Equal quantities of sugar, butter, 


flour, and eggs, allowing to all cakes 
eight to a pound, a grijting of lemon, 
anil a few grains of grated nutm«?; 
have a basin made prstfcy warm; put 
in your butter, and with your hand 
whip it up until it cornea to the thick- 
ness of cream; then put in your sugar, 
iemon, and nutmeg; keep whipping it; 
have your eggs beat up; then add them 
by degrees to your sugar and butter: 
take care that it does not curdle; whip 
In your flour. Prom this mixture you 
can make several sorts of small cakes, 
with a little variation in each mixture. 
For queen cakes, sorns currants, und a 
spoonful 
more of Dour; 
fer chaia- 


paiffaes, a few caraway seeds, and two 
spoonfuls of flour. For queen drops, 
the same, but add currants; have dif- 
ferent basins for each mixture. In the 
same way 
4 you may 
add whatever 


flavor you fike, and make them what 
shape you like; champaignes are like a 
quarter of ail orange, made in a loag 
frame; queen cokes, in moulds, butter- 
ed; drcps, on buttered paper; pound 
cakes, in hoops, prepared; a moderate 
oven will bake them. 


Calf's Head Soup. 


Boil the head, liver, tongue, brains, 
ttc., tile d" 
before wishing to use it; 


take it, w 
perfectly tender, out of 


the liquor, and set it away to cool; 
skiin the liquor while boiling. Take all 
the hones from the meat; cut it in small 
pieces; put it into the liquor, with salt, 
pepper, sweet marjoram, cloves, and a 
little cayenne; boil two hours, then add 
the juice of a lemon. 
Boil ten hard 
eggs; take five and braid with a little 
flour and butter, to thicken the soup; 
the other five cut in slices to garnish the 
BOUD. -While the head is cooking, keep 
a teakettle of water boiling, to replen- 
ish the pat with. For a small family 
.the head may be served the first day as 
a plain, boiled dish, with drawn butter. 
There will be enough left for a good 
•oup. 


Calves' Bars. 


Scald the hair from the ears, and 


clean them thoroughly; boil them until 
they are tender in veal gravy, and then 
blanch them ia cold spring water. 
Serve them in chervil sauce, or in the 
gravy thickened and. seasoned in which 
they were cooked. 
A sauce may be 


made of melted butter, with chervil 
mashed and put in, strained with the 
butter through a sieve, and white sauce 
added." White sauce is sometimes sent 
up alone with the ears; in that case it 
should be flavored with mushroom pow-, 
d«r. 


BUTTERED LOAVES. 


Take three quarts of new milk: put 


in as much rennet as will turn it; whey 
the curds very clean; break them small 
with your hands; put ia nine yolks of 
eggs and one white; a handful of 
prated 
bread, 
half 
a 
handful 
of 


flour, and a little salt. Mix these to- 
gether, working in well with 
your 


hands; roll it into small loaves, and 
bake them in a quick oven three- 
quarters of au hour. Then take half a 
pound of butter, four spoonfuls of 
clear water, half a nutmeg sliced very 
thin, and a little sugar. Set it on a 
quick firo, stirring it quickly, and let it 
boil til! thick. When the loaves are 


i baked, cut out the top and stir up the 
i crumbs with a knife: then pour some 
' of the butter into each of them, and 


cover them up again. Strew a little 
sugar on them; before you set them in 
the oven, boat the yelk of au egg and 
with a feather smear them over with it. 


Boiled Veal. 


Veal should be boiled in plenty of 


IWrater; if boiled in a cloth it will be 
whiter; it should be boiled by the same 
rule as other meats; that is, to be put 
in when water is cold, and boiled gently 
till tender; serve with a sauce of 
drawn butter, parsley, or oyster sauce: 
allow 15 or 20 minutes to each pound 
of meat. 


{A. SMALL SPONGE OAKE—VERY 


GOOD. 


Fire full sked eggs, the weight of 


four in sugar, and of nearly three in 
flour, will m^ke an exceedingly good 
cake; it may be flavored with lemon 
rind, or with bitter almonds, vanilla, or 
confected orange blossoms reduced to 
powder. 
An hour will bake it thor- 


oughly. All the ingredients for sponge 
cakes should be of good quality, and tha 
sugar and flour should be dry; thay 
should also be passed through a fine 
gieve kept expressly for such purposes. 
The excellence of the whole depends 
much on the manner ln^ which the egga 
are whiaped; this should Be done as 
lightly as possible; but it is a mistake 
to supposa that they cannot be too long 
beaten, as after th«y are brought to a 
state of perfect firmness they are in- 
jured by a continuation of the whisking, 
and will at timas curdle, or render a 
cake heavy from this cause. 


STEW OF OX-CHEEK. 


Clean and wash it well; cut off the 


fleshiest parts, and break the bones in- 
to an available size; put it into a stew- 
kettle with enough water to cover it; 
season with salt; the pepper should be 
whole, and with a few cloves, and a 
blade of mace tied in a bag made of 
muslin; put it into the water with thrpe 
onions, a bunch of sweet herbs, half a 
dozen carrots sliced, a head of celery 
sliced, and four or five turnips of tol- 
erable size; stew from five to seven 
hours; before serving, the meat may be 
removed, and the gravy thickened and 
browned; serve hot, with the meat in 
the gravy. 
Shin of beef is very excellent dressed 


In this fashion. 


BEEF SAUNDBRS. 


Wash, and put in a saucepan two 


pounds of potatoes; cover them well 
with water, and throw in a handful of 
salt; let them just reach the boil, but 
never actually boil until they are done. 
Peel them, mash them with milk and 
two ounces of butter; season with cay- 
enne pepper and salt, and lay in a 
smooth paste, a. sufficiency to cover _the 
bottom of»A dish; upon this lay slices 
cut a moderate thickness of rare beef, 
very close together. Pour two table- 
spoonfuls of the richest gravy you 
have over it, aad cover with a crust of 
potatoes, mashed; bake in a slow oven 
for forty-five minutes. 


LEMON 
SAUCE, 
WHITE, 
FOR 


BOILED FOWLS. 


Put the peel of a small lemon, cut 


very thin, into a pint of sweet rich 
cream, with a sprig of parsley, thyme, 
and ten white peppercorns. Simmer it 
gently, till it tastes well of the lemon; 
then strain it, and thicken it with a 
quarter of a pound of butter rubbed 
into a dessertspoonful of flour; boil it 
up; then pour the juice of the lemon, 
strained, into it, stirring well; dish the 
fowls, and then mix a little white gravy, 
quite hot, with the cream, but do not 
boil them together; add salt accoiding 
to taste. 


HAM RELISH. 


Boil three eggs hard, scald one cup of 


vtreara or milk and rub the yolks of two 
of the egga to a smooth paste with a 
little of the cream. Add this to the 
creain or milk with one cupful of finely 
minced hum and the whites of the two 
eggs preised through a gieve, place in a 
double boiler and let the mixture get 
thoroughly hasted. Serve on toast on a 
hot dish and garnish with the remaining 
hard boiled egfc cut in slices. 


GRAVY SOUP. 


Take two pounds of veal trimmings, 
tones and lean meat, a slice of lean 
bacon or harn and three quarts of water 
nnd bring to a boi!. Skim and boil for 
three hours, add a carrot, turnip and 
onion cut ia slices, three cloves, a bunch 
of hzrbs, a blade of mace and twelve 
peppercorns. 
Simmer gently for two 


hours, strain, add a few drops of brown- 


, season and serve. 


GASCONY SARDINE BUTTER. 
Take a small tin of sardines and wash 


the fi»h quickly in very hot water, scrape 
off the skins, remove the flesh from the 
bones and pound it in a mortar with • 


I 
piece of butter. 
Add gradually two 


ounces of butter, season with cayenne 
pepper and salt and work into a smooth 
pastt> to b« made into small balls with 
a butter spoon. Serve in a little fancy 
diih with thinly cut dried toast. 


FRENCH ROLL3. 


To two quarts of the best flour, put 


throe eggs, leaving out one white; a 
little salt, a half piut of good yeast, 
and as much new milk, a little warmed, 
as will make it a thin, light paste. 
Stir it about with your hand, or with a 
large wooden spoon, by no means 
knead it. Set it in a pan before the fire 
for about an hour, or till it rises; then 
make it up intp little rolls, and bake it 


Oin a quick oven. 


LOBSTER SAUCE. 


Put the epawn of a lobster into «' 


mortar, with a bit of butter and wall 
pound it; then rub it through a fine 
sieve; put some butter sauce into a 
stewpan, and the spawn of the lobster; 
set it on the fire till it is very hot, and 
looks quite smooth and red; if not 
smooth, pass through a sieve; then put 
in the meat of the lobster, cut into 
small dices; mak* it verjr hot; squeeze 
in a little l*men juice, aad serve. 


OYSTER FRITTERS. 


The liquor should be separated from 


the oysters, and strained. Add to it 
half a pipt of milk, and two beaten 
eggs; stir in flour, to make a smooth, 
thin batter; add tha oyster*; fry in 
lard, boiling hot, putting in the batter 
and one or mora oysters, with a spoon, 
»t each time. 
Turn tbe fritter till 


brown. Serve for breakfast or supper. 


BUNS. 


Rub four ounoes of buttar into two 


pounds of flour, a little salt, four 
ounces of sugar," a dessertspoonful of 
caraway, nad a tettpoonfnj of ginger; 
put some warm milk or cream to four 
tablespoonfuls of yeast, mix all to- 
gether into a paste, but not too stiff, 
cover it over aad set it before the fire 
an heur to rise, thtn make it into bnns; 
put them on a tin, set them before the 
fire for a quarter of an hour, cover over 
with flannel, then brush them with very 
warm milk, and bnke them a nice 
brown in a moderate oven.

SLAUGHTER IN CHINA. 


Chinese Convert Tells of Fright- 


ful Scene at Tai-Yuan-Fu. 


FOBTY-HVB POBEIGH MAETYES, 


tTlilrty-tnree Protestant* and Twelve 


Roman OatboltCB Bekeiaded— Bodies 
Denuded mid Heads Hniiff In Coses. 
HUnionarlca Remained Calm and 


Till Executioner Struck. 


A recent mall from China brings a 


thrilling account of the murder of the 
missionaries at Tai-Ynan-Fu ou the 9th 
of last Julj1, ^(7111011 wag taken down in 
•writing by Dr. J. A. Creasy Smith from 
the narrative of Yung Clieng, a mem- 
ber of the Baptist church, who was an 
unwilling witness of their martyrdom, 
writes the Washington correspondent 
of the Chicago Record-Herald. Yung 
Cheng 1$ vouched for as a Christian of 
excellent character and absolutelytrust- 
worthy. He says that he was taking 
treatment in the hospital on the Bap- 
tist society's premises at Tai-Yuan-Fu 
when, on the Stii of July, he saw Rev. 
Mr. Pigott, his wife and child, John 
Eoblnson, Miss Duval and two young 
women named Atwater brought into 
the town. Tbe two gentlemen were 
handcuffed and escorted by a company 
of soldiers and followed by immense 
throngs of natives. 
Wherever they 


stopped to rest Mr. Pigott and Mr. 
Robinson preached to the people, who 
gathered around them and were very 
much astoHished, saying, "You are go- 
ing to be killed for preaching, and yet 
you continue to do so." That night 
the party were placed in prison with 
a number of other missionaries and 
their wives and children, Including 
several Catholic priests. The next 
morning they were all executed. 


"The first to be led forth," Ynng 


Cheng says, "was Mr. Farthing, a 
Baptist minister. 
His wife clung to 


him, but he put her aside gently, knelt 
down without saying a word, and his 
head was struck off by one blow of the 
executioner's knife. He was quickly 
followed 
by Pastors Hoddle and 


Beynon, Drs. Lovitt and Wilson, nil of 
whom were beheaded with one blow 
by the executioner. 
Then the gov- 


ernor, Yu Hsien, grew impatient and 
told his bodyguard, all of whom car- 
ried big beheading knives with long 
handles, to help hill the others. Pasters 
Stokes, Simpson and Whitebouse were 
nest killed, the last by one blow only, 
the other two by several. 


"When tbe men were finished, the 


ladies were taken. Mrs. Farthing had 
hold of the hands of her children, who 
clung to her, but the soldiers parted 
them and with one blow beheaded 
their mother. The executioner behead- 
ed all the children and did it skill- 
fully, needing only one blow; but the 
soldiers were clumsy, and some of the 
ladies suffered several cuts before 
death. 


"Mrs. Lovitt was wearing her spec- 


tacles and held the hand of her little 
boy, even »when she was killed. She 
«poke to the people, saying as near as 
I remember: 'We all came to China to 
bring you the good news of salvation 
by Jesus Christ; we have done you no 
barm, only good. Why do you treat us 
BO?' A soldier took off her spectacles 
before beheading her, which needed 
two blows. 


"When the Protestants were all kill- 


ed, the Roman Catholics were Jed for- 
ward. The bishop, an old man, with 
long white beard, asked the governor, 
Yu Hsien, why he was doing this 
wicked deed. I did not hear the gov- 
ernor give him any answer, but he 
drew his sword and cut the bishop 
across the face one heavy stroke; blood 
poured down his white beard, and he 
was beheaded. The priests and nuns 
guickly followed him in death. 


"Then Pas/tor Pigott and his party 


.were led from the district jail, which is 
close by. Ho was still handcuffed, and 
BO was Mr. Robinson. He preached to 
the people till the very last, when he 
was beheaded with one blow. Mr. Rob- 
inson suffered death very calmly. Mrs. 
Pigott held the hand of her eon, even 
when she was beheaded, and he was 
killed Immediately after her. The lady 
and two girls were killed also quickly. 


"On that day 45 f&reign people in all 


•were beheaded, 33 Protestants and 12 
Roman Catholics. The bodies of all 
were left where they fell till next 
morning, as It was evening before the 
work was finished. During the night 
they were stripped of the clothing and 
other things, such as rings and watch- 
es. Next day they were removed to a 
place Inside the great south gate except 
some of the heads which were placed 
In cages on the gates of the wall."

States, the department of agriculture 
is confronted with the discouraging 
sequel that there is no factory at which 
to market the product, writes the 
Washington correspondent of the N7ew 
York Post.

Two HHooi* Stnc?«Mits Will Start Aft- 


er Their Graduation In Jume. 


Two students of Shurtleff college, 


Alton, Ills., propose to snake a trip 
around the world in an automobile, the 
first of the kind ever attempted. 


These adventurous young men, James 


A. Starkweather and the Rev. H. M. 
Spiokler, expect to start on their jour- 
ney immediately after they receive 
thair diplomas In June, says the St. 
Louis Republic. 
They are sons of 


wealthy Illinois farmers and have won 
distinctions in their college course. 
Starkweather Is valedictorian of his 
class, and Splckler is the prize orator.' 


Tbe tourists will leave Alton without 


any money and expect to earn their ex- 
penses as they go. They will proceed 
first to New York and there board a 
steamer for England. 
Spickler has 


traveled over most of the continent, 
and his experience will prove valuable. 
Starkweather as an expert on geology 
and chemistry will make a special 
study of physical conditions as they go 
along. 


They wll! zigzag through England 


and Scotland and will follow this with 
a tour of Ireland, where Spickler will 
lecture on American life and customs. 
Then they will go to France, across the 
i 


Pyrenees to Spain, then back to Swit- 
zerland and Italy. From HoHie, where 
they hope to see the pope, they will 
cross the Mediterranean to the Bar- 
bary States, go thence to Egypt and up 
the Nile, then across the Mediterranean 
again to Greece ind then to the Holy 
Land. 
From there the young men 


hope to be able to push through all dl'- 
flculties and travel overland to Hong- 
kong. If they survive the trip through 
the hostile Chines* provinces, they will 
next view the Philippines and then 
come home by way of Honolulu and 
San Francisco.

The good and enterprising people of 


Glasgow hope that the great exhibition" 
which is to be held ia that city will 
very soon be opened. That event has 
beeu twice delayed, once by an out- 
break of the bubonic plague in one of 
the city's slums and again by the death 
of Queen Victoria. 
Lately smallpox 


has been prevalent In Glasgow, but it 
Is confidently stated that the disease 
will be stamped out in a few days. 


Meantime the exhibition buildings 


have been built and made ready for 
exhibitors. The externals are to all in- 
tents and purposes complete, and the 
visitor to Glasgow can already appre- 
ciate the size and grandeur of the un- 
dertaking, unsurpassed hitherto In the 
United Kingdom and yielding the palm 
only to Paris and Chicago, says the 
New York Journal. 
It covers in all 


an area of 70 acres in the beautiful 
KelvSngrove park. The space is great, 
but that it wl'.l be fully occupied is 
EOVv certain. 


Brifish exhibitors have of course 


come forward iu great numbers, but 
foreign countries, in particular Austria, 
France, Japan and Russia—the govern- 
ment of the czar voted £30,000 to se- 
cure its adequate representation at the 
exhibition—are equally forward. 


Within the grounds there already 


stand the Fine Art galleries, a perma- 
nent and handsome structure of red- 
dish stone, with a central ball 125 feet 
by 56 feet, 2 courts and 12 galleries, 
each 100 feet long. This is a memorial 
to the Glasgow exhibition of 1888, as it 
vras from the surplus of £50,000_yielded 
by that exhibition that the building 
fund originated. In these galleries, to 
•which there is probably no superior in 
the kingdom, both British art and 
archaeology will be adequately repre- 
sented. 


The general grounds will be covered 


with restaurants, band stands and 
kiosks and will contain a bicycle track 
and a football ground, with room for 
Borne 30,000 spectators. 


The total area Covered by tbe exhi- 


bition buildings is 54,800 square yards, 
allocated thus: Industrial hall, 26,000 
square yards; Grand avenue, 8,400 
square yards, and Machinery hall, 20,- 
400 square yards. The Industrial hall 
Is 690 feet in length and 328 feet in 
width and is traversed along the cen- 
ter by the main avenue, with a roof 
span of over 100 feet. This span con- 
tracts to 50 feet at the center, where 
there arises au Imposing dome of steel 
190 feet in height, supported by four 
towers, the whole being crciwned by a 
figure symbolizing electricity. 


The exhibition will Include an agri- 


cultural hall, a model farm, an Indian 
theater and above all the grand concert 
hall, built in the Venetian style, ac- 
commodating 4,000 persons and con- 
taining an organ which Is valued at 
ever £2,000. As in 1888 the most fa- 
mous bands of all nations will play in 
Kelvingrove park while the exhibition 
lasts. The Machinery ball is large, 
being fully 500 feet long and 300 feet 
wide, but the demands for the space 
within It have been such that it could 
have been filled many times over. 


Tbe king's daughter, the Duchess of 


Fife, will open the exhibition amid 
much splendor and in the presence of 
many notabilities. 
It Is understood 


that a conditional promise from the 
king to visit the exhibition in the 
autumn has been privately secured. 
The present year witnesses great his- 
torical celebrations In Glasgow univer- 
sity and the visit to the city of the 
British association aud of other learn- 
ed bodies. If only the smallpox epi- 
demic can be staid, Glasgow will pre- 
sent incomparably more attractions to 
Visitors than it did even In 1888..

of service at San Francisco yesterday

The 26th vlunteer infantry, as fine a 


regiment a3 was ever mustered out of 
the service, ceased to exist as an or- 
ganization today

city until tomorrow^ but wherever they 
are, good luck attend them. 


From- revfiile at 5 o'clock this morn- 


ing until 10.;!0 when the first companies 
fell in to DO mustered out and then go 
to the paymaster for 
their 
'finals" 


seemed a longer time to evpryone than 
any full day they had spent since their 
arrival hare. 


The time meanwhile was spent in 


packing boxes, valises 
and 
hunks, 


"policing" cemp, turning in haversacks 
mess kits and government property 
and gettin0' receipts for it 


Van load £ft«r van load of bagg^sce 


was sent away to the railroad station 
and the men were anxious to follow it. 


The "fatigue" work was done n a 


perfunctory manner or not a.t all, and 
non-commipsioned officers took a lot of 
"lip" today that three weeks 
ago 


would have sent those giving It be- 
fore a court martial. 


The guard (.* the 26th was relieved at 


8.30 by one made up of men from a 
battery of artillery, the llth infa/niry 
and the 15t"i cavalry. 


As there v/ere to be two paymasters 


the regime-nt was divided into 
t*vo 


parts, etmroanies A and G- being 
the 


first to receive their pay. B and H 
next and so on through, headquarters 
coming1 las: There was very 
little 


ceremonr. 


As each company was lined up to be 


mustered out the mustering out officer 
was attended by the company com- 
mander ani the roll called, and after 
the men on the rolls had answered the 
command v as acounted for, and it was 
then ready <o be sent to the paymaster. 


Before this was done the captain or 


leiutenantj'n .command of each com- 
pany toohf occasion to say a. few words 
to the men, complimenting, them upon 
their good -Aork and saying that they 
had been obliged to do many things in 
the line of duty and in. order to main- 
tain discipline which, 
personally to 


them, were -very 
disagreeable. They 


expressed the hope that the men would 
fare ^ell ;a the future and advised 
them to taifa care of their money and 
get to th^ir homes with as little delay 
as possible. ' 


Some of thtse officers when they haJ 


finished w-jiv cheered; some were not. 


Finally the paymasters arrived and 


quickly sot down to business, begin- 
ning at 10.45 About two companies an 
hour were disposed of thereafter, each 
man got hU money and certificate of 
discharge waited for his chum to get 
his, and then th% two left the camp. 


In most cases they went to 
secure 


postal orde-s for their portions of their 
money whi.i'i they did not need for th"e 
purchase of a. ticket and for traveling 
expenses. This attended to ,most of 
them at once started for the railroad 
station for tneir train.

It was impossible to learn this after 


noon the names of those who were dis- 
charged from the hospital, Many of 
the men tlure were allowed to com? 
out on a pass and be mustered out

companies, 


but were to'd to reutrn there again 
this evening. 


AH of thim who are in a condition 


to travel l\il'- be allowed to go. but 
the others must remain for treatment 
unti' their condition improves. They 
are recevhi? the best of care and just 
as soon as they can be sent home with 
safely it will be dene. 


There axraeared a disposition on the 


part of quite a number of the men to 


go independently. They do not care to 
go in large bodies, believing they will 
get better serivco and travel with great 
er comfort i? broken up into 
small 


parties. On«>-fourth of the regment, 
and possib'y more, decided to 
spend 


the night In San Francisco and let the 
others go ahead for no 
other reason 


than this.

Movement For a National Art 


Gallery In Washington. 


AN UTDUSTEt OF TEE WHITE HOUSE 


air*. McKinley'* Pleasure In On* at 


Her Chosen Avocation*—"The Al- 
phabet of Celebrities" a Popular 
.Game lu Which, the Most Igraor*at 
Is tbe Loner. 
A movement looking toward the 


foundation of a national gallery of art 
at Washington is well under way, 
which one of its projectors describes 
thus, says the New York Post: 


"The plan includes in its scope not 


only a permanent collection of works 
of art, but also a gallery suitable for 
transient exhibitions and an art school 
la the broadest sense of the term. The 
name 'national' does not mean that tbe 
art is to be American art only, but that 
the galleries and the schools are to be- 
long to the whole nation—to be a na- 
tional pride. 


"A gallery of paintings and sculpture 


to rival the collections of the old world 
cannot be brought together in a year 
or a decade or In many decades, but 
there are in this country many wojjder- 
ful private collections of works of art, 
both ancient and modern, which would 
eventually find their way to this gal- 
lery If it were really national in char- 
acter and under a broad minded and 
wise management. A building where 
transient exhibitions of contemporary 
art could be held is very much needed 
in Washington, and it should be so 
amply endowed that the best artists 
from all over the world could be in- 
vited to contribute. A school founded 
on the broadest lines would be a nat- 
ural sequence—a school which should 
include the best instruction In the in- 
dustrial arts as -well as in the so called 
fine arts. 


"A committee of artists and laymen 


having the speedy attainment of this 
object in view Is forming, and before 
long more detailed accounts can be giv- 
en to the press." 


A recent visitor at the White House 


found tbe wife of the president busy, 
as usual, knitting the woolen tops to 
slipper soles, writes the Washington 
correspondent of the St. Louis Globe- 
Detnocrat. A pleasant protest that the 
first lady of the land should so steadily 
employ herself was well answered. 
Why shouldn't she knit the slippers? 
It was about all sbe could do In her 
state of health. Perhaps toe good ac- 
complished was more than the caller 
appreciated. 


And then the gentle lady told with 


undisguised satisfaction of the sale of 
a pair of her slippers at a New Eng- 
land fair for a good purpose. The slip 
pers had brought $350, which bad gone 
for the benefit of the cause. If th»i 
existed a desire for the possession of a. 
pair of slippers knitted by the wife of 
the president measured by such a sum, 
why should she not try to meet it and 
thereby extend help to worthy objects? 
Mrs. McKinley defended her vocation 
admirably. Frequent requests for some 
handiwork of the president's wife, to 
be utilized for the benefit of charity or 
church, come to the White House. None 
is refused so long as Mrs. MeKinley 
has the strength to fulfill them. 


Relating to tbe leather soles of these 


slippers there is a story which en- 
hances tbeir value. 
Mrs. McKinley 


told it recently. On one occasion, early 
in tbe first term, Vice President Ho- 
bart came into the presence of tbe lady 
while she had her knitting in hand. 
He picked up from a table near by a 
sole upon which work had not begun. 


"Where do you get these?" be asked 


when he had learned of the charitable 
purpose of the industry. 


Mrs. McKinley replied that she bought 


the soles by the dozen. 


"Well," said tbe vice president, "these 


are made at my factory. I will see 
that hereafter you are supplied witb 
the solrs for the slippers without cost. 
Tbat shall be my contribution to the 
good work." 


From that day, so long as be, lived, 


Vice President Hobart saw tbat the 
stock of soles as often as it ran low 
through Mrs. McKinley's industry was 
replenished. 
And since the death of 


tbe vice president Mrs. Hobart has 
kept up tbe contribution from the fac- 
tory. It is a matter of pride witb the 
wife of the president tbat her expert- 
ness with the needles enables he<- on 
days of average strength to complete 
one slipper between morning and night

FOR A NEW STEEL PLANT. 


Jlenry C. Frlclc Interested In Enter- 


prise at PaniuHorc, K. J. 


It became known at Paulsfooro, N. ,T., 


the other day tlmf the purchase of a 
tract of farm land of (JGC aews fronting 
on Mantua creek is IB toe interest of a 
syndicate headed by Henry G. ft&rse, 
president of the New York Shipbuild- 
ing eoaipanyot' Cauiclen, N. J., which 
is to build thereon an imrnease steel 
plant T/hich will, when comp)eted, em- 
ploy 2,000 operatives, says (he New 
York World. The options en the lands 
expired recently, and the deal was. 
completed. 


The prime mover in the big enter- 


prise is Henry C. Fricli, who is ac- 
knowledged to bo one of the heaviest 
Stockholders In the New York Ship- 
building company and its virtual back- 
er. A. W. Mellon and John A. Potter, 
old Carnegie company men, are with 
Prick in the deal. 


The site selected is admirably adapt- 


ed to the needs of the projected enter- 
prise. It is located near the Delaware 
river and such a short distance from 
the plant of tli» shipbuilding company 
that the shipment of material for build- 
ing vessels would be reduced to a 
trifling consideration. Its proximity to 
tide water, moreover, affords ample 
facility for the transportation of raw 
material, and the land has been, bought 
at such a low figure as to make the 
first cost comparatively trifling. 


Mantua creek, which runs along the 


entire frontage of the land, has re- 
cently been widened and straightened 
from Paalsboro to the juncture of the 
creek with the Delaware river. This 
was done at government expense, and 
so an ideal waterway for the location 
of any manufacturing plant has been 
provided. 
The negotiations for the 


purchase of the big tract were so fjuet- 
ly conducted that the options oa the 
630 acres were obtained for about 
$155,000. A part of the plan is to build 
on the site a new town where the em- 
ployees of the steel works will live. 


The mala offices of the shipbuilding 


company are at the works. It has a 
large plant and is engaged upon sev- 
eral large steamships designed for the 
Pacific trade.

The paroitaK of the Yotiu^er broth- 


JTB in Minnesota brings out an Inter- 
zsting story of nn experience of Sen« 
ator Stej&ea Elkins of West Virginia 
with these notorious bandits during 
the senator's early days In Missouri, 
says the New Yopfe Coaimerdal Ad- 
vertiser's Washington correspondent 
The story is given on the authority of 
Senator Elklns himself. 
When tha 


civil war began, Elkina1 family lived in 
Missouri. The father and one of the 
brothers allied themselves with the 
Confederacy, wbila Stephen enlisted In 
the Federal army. At that time the 
Younger boys and Frank and Jesse 
James were members of the famous 
Quantrell baud, and during ono of tha 
QuantreU expeditions Steve Elkins was 
captured. Quajibrell ordered Mm to be 
turned over t» a squad of men and 
"taken to the rear," which In Quan- 
trell's parlance meant execution, Whilo 
Elkias' custodians were conducting 
their prisoner to the rear Cole Younger 
and Frank James, both of whom kne-.v 
the boy well, stopped the party. 


James and Younger prevailed upon 


the guards to turn Elkins over to them, 
promising to be responsible for th$ 
prisoner. While the company was rid- 
ing along leisurely a bugle call waa 
blown, and the horsemen were soon 
In a gallop. Cole Younger turned to 
Elkins and said: "About half a mile 
farther we are going to come to the 
forks of the road. We will take the 
right hand. You put the spurs to your 
horse and take the left or you are a 
dead man as sure as your name is 
Steve Elkins." 
Elkins needed no fur- 


ther encouragement. When the parting 
of the ways was reached, he lay down 
flat upon his horse's back, plunged the 
spurs in and got well out of danger 
before be was missed by anybody but 
the men who connived at bis escape. 


Elkins never 'forgot the services ren- 


dered by -Cole Younger and Frank 
James, and when he became a power 
In politics* he tried many, times to se- 
cure their pardon.

TO PLACE BIG BRITISH LOAN. 


Wnll Street Believes That Is Part of 


J. P. Morgsn.'* Mission in England. 
Financiers have been of the belief 


for several weeks that the present visit 
of J. Pierpoat Morgan to London had 
an important connection with the fix- 
ing of the British budget for the year 
and the providing of funds with which 
to meet the large deficit which every 
one was sure mjsi exist In the reve- 
nues on account of the extraordinary 
expenses of the Boer war. 


Two important facts lent color to 


this belief, says the New York Jour- 
nal. One was that the plethoric con- 
dition of the New York money market 
would probably make It easy for Mr. 
Morgan and his financial associates to 
place a large loan in the United States 
at perhaps a half per cent less than the 
rate Lombard street would be obliged 
to charge. 


The second was the taking into the 


London house of J. S. Morgan & Co. of 
Clinton Dawkins, whose close connec- 
tion with the British governmental 
financial affairs is well known. 
Mr. 


D.iwkins was the financial member of 
tbe council in India and is regarded as 
ono of the ablest nnnuciers in Euglund. 
Although bennd Mr. Morgan were stran- 
gers a year ago, when Mr. Dawkins' 
appointment was made, the offer of a 
place in the Morgan firm was made to 
him, and tLis offer was kept open for 
him until some one could be found to 
take his place under the govcrnmeut. 
His salary in the Indian council was 
£7.000, while as senior member of the 
•^Morgan hoube he is to- receive a mini- 
mum of £13,000 a yerfr. 


It was said at the time ho entered 


the firm that bis familiarity with Eu- 
ropean finances would probably en- 
able him to see many valuable oppor- 
tunities for profitable deals which the 
easy condition of the American money 
markot mizht enable Tinted States 
houses to handle to greater advantage 
than could bu done in London. 


Spanish Claims Commission to Fix 


Responsibility. 


Two claims for indemnity growing 


out of the blowing up of tbe Maine 
which have been flled-witb the Spanish 
claims commission may bring the 
whole question of responsibility for 
the destruction of the Maine before 
that tribunal, writes the Washingtou 
correspondent of the New York Com- 
mercial Advertiser. Senator Chandler, 
tbe president of the commission, after 
reading tbe briefs in the cases, believes 
tbat the body over which be presides , 
has jurisdiction. 
I 


The question at issne Is whether 


Spain or the United States is responsi- 
ble for the damage inflicted in the de- 
struction of "the battleship. If Spain, 
then the United States, having assum- 
ed responsibility for claims growing 
out of tbe disorders in Cuba, will be 
held liable. If the destruction of the 
Maine was not due to Spanish agen- 
cies, but to some internal accident or 
defect, then the claim could not proper- 
ly come before the Spanish claims com- 
mission, and no claim for damages 
would bold. 


The singular feature or the business 


Is tbat the law officers of the United 
States government in opposing the 
claim may be compelled to take the po- 
sition tbat Spain was not responsible 
for the blowing up of tbe Maine and 
tbat tbe report of tbe Sampson court of 
inquiry was not a final determination 
of the question for tbe purposes of law.

A WONDERFUL WEAPON. 


New Army Pistol DI«ch«rge» 116 


Ballet* a Minute. 


Capable of discharging 116 bullets a 


minute at a high initial reJeclty, the 
new automatic pistol adopted by the 
board of ordnance and fortification for 
the United States army Is in many re- 
spects a remarkable weapon, says the 
New York World. As a first step to- 
ward the equipment of the army with 
the new arm an order for 1,000 of the 
pistols for the use of the cavalry has 
been placed with the manufacturers. 
The inventor is George Luger, a former 
officer 
in the Austrian army. 
H. 


Tauscher, who came to the United 
States to submit the Luger pistol to the 
government, said recently that the new 
pistol was the result of ten years' ex- 
periment 


"In a recent test at Washington the 


pistol met all requirements and re- 
ceived the unanimous approval of the 
members of the board," said Mr. 
Tauscher. ''Its chief points are its fine 
shape, its balance, its precision of aim, 
its rapidity of fire and its great sim- 
plicity. It operates on the link system, 
has a magazine containing eight car- 
tridges which is thrown out when emp- 
ty and may be replaced by a single 
movement. It uses a .32 caliber bullet 
The initial velocity of 1,200 feet a sec- 
ond gives this bullet a greater striking 
effect than a .44 caliber bullet from the 
pistol now in use in this country." 


The accuracy of aim with rapidity 


was shown by a scoro of 24 buliseyes 
out of 30 shots by one man who could 
only make 9 out of 28 with other styles 
of pistols in the competition at the 
Springfield armory.

Mr. Gould was formerly in the

The notices ask for sealed proposals 
for carying the mail between the two 
places once each week Jay between 
July 1, 1901, ar*l June 30, 1905- and the 
time allowed for sending in the pro- 
posals will end May 24. In addition tc 
the route from Wiliiarnstown to Pitts- 
fleld an.l return each week dsy, the 
contract will include trips from Wil- 
.iamrtow n to South Wiliiamstown and 
return and from Pittsfieid to Lanes- 
boro an'd return each week day, giving 
Sou<th Wiliiamstown 'and Lanogboro 
two mails each day. The carrier will 
also t>e required to deposit private 
mail in boxes placed along the route 
by people living on it. 


The 
department has 
had 
much 


trouble -with this route and the last 
time that notices were posted no an- 
swers were received. The first notices 
brought proposals from two men, one 
of whom 
was 
George Halfacre of 


South Wiliiamstown, who is carrying 
the mail riaw, but his prico. which was 
about $1000 was considered too high. 


An inspector was st-nt to Williams- 


town and interviewed Mr. Halfacre 
with the result that JTr.
